Baltimore Battle Monument. 


This day being the anniversary of the Battle of 
North Point ; in honor of the day, the statue repre- 
senting the City of Baltimore, will be placed on the 
fascial column, to which it will form the cap. The 
following are the arrangements for the ceremony. 

The Third and Fourteenth Brigades of Maryland 
Militia, and the garrison of Fort McHenry, will 
forma square round the monument, as compact as 
the number of troops may admit, so as to leave on 
their rear, as much space as possible for spectators. 

The Orator of the day will take his place at the 
centre of the platform east of the court bouse, near 
the balustrade ; behind him the superintendants of 
the monument; in their rear, the musical bands of 
the militia and of Fort McHenry. On each side, 
seats will be reserved for the surviving Revolution- 
ary Officers ; the Mayor, Register, and members of 
both branches of the City Council; the members of 
the late committee of Vigilance and Safety; Judges 

and all Civil Officers of the United States, and of 
the State, the Clergy, the Officers of the Army and 
Navv of the United States, and the retired officers 
of the army and militia who served in the late war. 
After the troops have formed the square, which 

it is eypected will be done by 10 o’clock, A. M. 
James Mosuenr, Jr. Esq. will deliver the oration. 
After the oration, and when the statue leaves the 
und, the artillery will fire a grand salute—when 
oe statue reaches the top of the /asces, the artil- 
lery will fire another grand salute, which will be fol- 

















Exjflanation of the Baltimore Monument erect- 
ed by the City of Baltimore, to the memory of the 
brave citizens who fell in the Battle of North Point, 
and the bombardment of Fort McHenry, in defend- 
ing the city on the 12th and 13th of September, 
1814, from the design of Mr. Maximilian Godefroy. 
The statue, the two bass-relievos, and four griffins 
executed in Baltimore, by Signor Antonio Conella-\ 
no, late First Statuary and Sculptor of the Court of 
Spain. 

Ist. The principal part of this monument presents | 
a Masces symbolical of the Union, the rods of which | 
are bound by a Fillet, on which are inscribed in let- | 
ters of brass, the names of the brave killed in de- 
fence of the city; because by their glorious death, 
they strengthened the bands of the Union. 

2d. The ¥Fasces is ornamented with two bass- 
relievos, the one on the south front representing the 
battle of North Point and the death of the British 
General Ross, and the other on the north front, a 
battery of Fort McHenry, at the moment of the 
bombardment. On the two other fronts, east and 
west, are Lacrymal urns, emblems of regret and 
tears. On the top are bound two wreaths, one of 
aurel, and one of cypress; the first expressive of 
Glory; the second, Sefulchral and Mourning On 
the square base are the inscriptions in letters of 
brass. This part is supported by a square Lgyf- 
tian basement, this style being especially consecra- 
ted to tombs. Each of the four angles of the cor- 
nice is decorated with a Griffin with an Eagle’s 
head, (as anemblem of the United States) because 
this hieroglyphic having been dedicated to the Sun, 
and often employed by the ancients in the front of 
their temples, has become the emblem of glory and 
veneration, Kach centre of the Egyptian cornice 
is adorned with a winged globe. The globe repre- 
sents eternity, and the wings time, which flies. On 
each of the four fronts of the basement is a false 
door, in the antique style, closed with a single tablet 
of black marble, to give the idea of the remains of 
the brave being deposited in the edifice, and is what 
is called a cenotafh. ‘There are steps to ascend 
these doors in the socle, which forms the base 
around the whole. 

3d. The Egyptian basement above mentioned is 
entirely rusticated, as this style announces strength ; 
and the layers of stone which compose it are 
eighteen in number, in memorial of the eighteen 
States which formed the Union at the period of the 
event, which this monument commemorates. The 
principal parts form also altogether thirty-nine feet, 
to shew that it was founded in the thir'y-ninth year 
of the Independence of the United States, 
Lastly—The edifice, which is entirely of marble, 
will on the above-mentioned anniversary, be sur- 
mounted by the colossal statue, representing the 
City of Baltimore: The head of the figure bearing 
a Mural Crown, emblematic of Cities; in one 
hand she holds an Axtigue Rudder, the emblem of 
Navigation, and in the other she raises a Crown of 
Laurel, as she looks towards the fort and field of 
battle. At her feet are, on one side the Eugle of the 
United States, and a bom/, in memory of the bom- 
bardment. 

The only thing yet to be done to complete that 
beautiful monument, is the marble platform or basis, 
which is to be inclosed with an iron railing, orna- 
mented at each corner with half cannons of bronze.

took a short excursion down the river yesterday af- 
ternoon, upon the invitation of the inventor of the 
life preserving dress, for the purpose of witnessing 
an exhibition of its utility. The dress is composed 
ofa single piece, something in the shape of a pair of 
drawers. It required only about half a minute for 
the inventor to put it on, and the same space of time 
only is necessary to take it off. At the place where 
the inventor jumped into the water, it was from 10 
to 12 feet deep: yet such was the buoynncy of the 
dress, that from the chest upwards, his body was 
preserved quite dry, while bis arms were as free and 
unrestrained as those of a personon land. To shew 
its utility and convenience, he moved in varisus di- 
rections by using his legs only, as in walking. He 
also loaded and fired off a pistol, and by throwin 
himself into different positions, proved the value of 
his invention in case of disaster at sea or shipwreck, 
From the impression made on our minds by this 
exhibition, we do not hesitate to believe, that a per- 
son’s life may be preserved in the water by means of 
this dress, without exertion, until hunger and weak- 
hess overcome nature.

that the cases are numerous, but the disease indi- 
cates a disposiiion to crawl up Broadway. When 
the cases occurred in Wall-street, and fronting 
Trinity church yard, they were ascribed to the foul 
atmosphere of that burial ground; but we find it 
insidiously crawling down New-street, Broad-street, 
Greenwich-street, to the Battery, and now uf Broad- 
way above Liberty-street, above the fence erected by 
the Board of Health. It then becomes a serious 
matter of enquiry, whether it may not be expected 
to make turther progress. Zwo persons have sick- 
ened at 164 Broadway—they may have been lower 
down, they may not. This sickness is always some 
days ahead of the place where it breaks out, and 
therefore it is in my mind doubtful whether it is ac- 
tually safe south of Fulton-street. [ Nat. dv. 

Health of the City.—It will be perceived by yes- 
terday’s report, that a third case of fever has occur- 
red in one house, 164 Broadway, which is really 
surprising, considering how high the disease has 
travelled through one of the most airy and beautiful 
streets in the city.

Latest from Europe. 























By the arrival at New-York of the August packet, 
William ‘Thompson, from Liverpool, papers of that 
city to the 2d of August, and London to the 31st of 
July are received, being six days later than our last 
advices.—They contain no intelligence of particular 
interest that can be relied upon.
